The established strength of a 
platoon is 36 men apart from the 
Commander and Sergeant, and it 
is aimed to increase the strength 
of the Crossfield unit to bring it 
up to establishment. 

The local platoon will likely par- 
ade about once a month when 
light drill may be undertaken to 
familiarize the Veterans with the 
new three rank drill now used-bv 
the British Army for all ranks. 

The new applications will be 
sworn in at the next parade when 
further matters of organization will 
be completed. 

A platoon may be organized at 
Madden in the near future.

The World 
of Wheat 


By H.G.L. Strange 


Many farmers have large plots 
or small fields of one of the new 
superior varieties of wheat, or oats 
or barley, that have recently been 
made available by plant breeders. 
Every farmer desires, of course, to 
produce seed from these plots in 
as pure a state as possible, to be 
available for next year’s seeding. 
Here are a few hints which are 
used by proessional seed growers 
in handling small plots, 

Before cutting the crop, clean 
the binder thoroughly, remove the 
canvasses and pick out heads of 
wheat and odd kernels from crey- 
ices and gears, The men who har- 
vest the plot should clean out 
their pockets and the cuffs of their 
trousers to be sure that no odd 
kernels will fallonthe plot. The 
horses hoofs too, should be cleaned 
out j 

The bundles from the plot should 
not be permitted to drop on an 
adjoining field; they should be 
stooked on their own stubble, with 
a good sized clear space left 
between the seed plot and the 
main field, The stooks harvested 
from the seed plot should be well 
capped, 

In my next article I will deal 
with the precautions taken to en- 
sure purity inthe threshing of 
emall crops.

Household Hints 
Ripe Red Raspberry Jelly 


(Makes about 11 medium glasses) 
4 cups juice 
7 1-2 cups sugar 
1 bottle truit pectin 

To prepare juice, crush thorough- 
ly or grind about 3 quarts tully ripe 
raspberries, Place in jelly cloth or 
bag and squeeze out juice, 

Measure sugar and juice into large 
saucepan and mix. 

Bring toa boil over hottest fire 
and at onceadd bottled fruit pectin, 
stirring constantly. Then bring to 
a full rolling boil and boil hard 1-2 
mioute.

Toimprove the flavor and texture 
of chicken used in salads, let the 
couked meat’stand an hour or so in 
the broth.
